Copy of a letter that I sent to many of the local and county officials of Parsons, WV: 
To whom it may concern, 


My name is Chris Callen, publisher, and owner of Cyde Source Magazine. We are currently the number two motorcycle 
magazine on national newsstands and have been running a national event in Tucker County for five years now. I am writing 
you today with a heavy heart because it seems as if we are no longer welcome. After several attempts to find out why the 
board responsible for Camp Kidd rescinded our welcome, we were told that our attendance numbers exceeded the capadty 
of the facility. When we asked what that number was, we were told that they had no idea, but we were over it. Please let it 
be known that full property rent was paid in full at the start of the event, and the grounds and facilities were left in better 
condition then we our organizers arrived on site. In working with Tammy Michaels, Office Mgr / Event Coordinator of 
Parsons, we were surprised to hear that no one from the board would provide her with an answer either. However, the local 
businesses of Parsons were very upset that this event would no longer be held in their town as it brought valuable'revenue 
with it. Tammy mentioned that even the County Commissioner, Patrick Darlington, wouldn't return her phone calls on this 
matter. 


BMR has built positive relationships with the town and adjacent communities such as Davis, the local businesses, the local 
government, and even the state police. I'm honored to report that on more than one occasion local and state law 
enforcement reports that our motorcycle event was easier for them to deal with and had a more pleasant crowd than other 
Tucker County events. As you can imagine, we are at a loss as to why we are being chased off. It would almost seem as if a 
certain level of prejudice was being shown to the motorcycle riders we bring into the state. That's where I have to take large 
exception to this treatment and let me tell you why in a short history of my work with the state of West Virginia. 

In the late 90's, then Governor, Bob Wise wrote me a letter welcoming Cyde Source Magazine and its readers to West 
Virginia. As a Pittsburgh based publication bade then we were growing and WV was getting on board early. I began working 
with the folks at MountainFest in the early part of their event's development and through them aided in bringing some 15 
other national motorcyde journalists to the state of West Virginia to attend MountainFest and several Press junkets to work 
towards more motorcycling tourism in the state. All the while writing about the riding arid events in West Virginia in my own 
publication which continued to grow on national newsstands. We reported on WV's motorcycle only tourism site, the only 
one of its kind at that time. We valued our relationship with the state at the highest level. 


Then, four years ago, we dedded to put our money where our mouth was and bring our five-year-old annual event. The Big 
Mountain Run to West Virginia. Despite being a helmet law state, we felt that the riding and the people would win over 
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these detractors and we would have an uncommon motorcycle event for it. We took people on organized rides and 
introduced them to the beauty in your state like the Blade Water Falls, the Cannan Valley and the mountain scenery that 
makes it such a special place. After four years of hard work and slower attendance than we had previously, the event had 
grown into respectable, manageable numbers again. Parsons is a fairly remote location for an event; it took some time to 
get people to give it a shot. We worked with the local brewery to give people who attended a taste ofWV; we worked with 
the city to organize a parade through town last year, we helped raise money each year at Patriots Four for the veterans and 
even donated some of the BMR proceeds back to the 4H dub. All mis to only find out in our fifth year that we would no 
longer be welcomed back to Camp Kidd. 

As you can see, my personal investment and that of my publication in mis state, motorcycle tourism and me city of Parsons 
has been a long hard road and a story of commitment. A 20-year story of winning the hearts and minds of motorcyde riders 
from all over me country on behalf of Cyde Source Magazine and me State of West Virginia. You can imagine men mat I am 
without words over me issue of not only being told mat we are not welcome back at Gamp Kidd but not even worth a true 
answer as to why or an opportunity to plead our case. Ignored as if we had never stepped up for your state, never gave our 
time and effort to improve your relationship with the motorcycle riding public, other journalists or ever lifted a finger in the 
name of the charities we came in contact with'while doing so. It makes me wonder if the general "Welcome Riders" policy of 
West Virginia has not changed now, this 20 years later. 

As I finish this email,, I am looking at me letter from Bob Wise, framed and hanging on my wall in its place of honor as a 
reminder of how mis relationship started. It would be nice if someone would respond, I would love also to have an official 
record of how mis relationship ended.

Thank you for taking your time to read this letter. _ 

I am writing o n behalf of my 13-year-old daughter, ^^p6he was diagnosed asafl J une 

20l8,^JfepBrted using the Dexcom G6 CGM (Continuous Glucose Monitor). At Dy West Virginia 

Chip ancTchjs was a covered expense. Due to a change in income because of my cancer diagnosis in May, she was changed 
to straight Medicaid on September 1 and then on Novem ber 1 was tra nsferred t o UniCare. They do not cover the cost for 
the G6. This is a medically necessary tool to help4^^ianager her t keeps track of her sugar levels and 

whether her sugar is rising or falling. This allows her to make adjustments^uch as taking more insulin if her sugar is too 
high or eating if it is too low -before a crisis occurs. Additionally, she would greatly benefit from an insulin pump, which is a 
covered expense under ail Medicaid plans, but she cannot have that until she shows compliance with her CGM. G6 is the 
newest product, does not require calibration and therefore she would not have to stick herself as much and would be more 
likely to comply. Unicare, after many discussions and an escalation to their grievance and appeal department, said they 
would provide a G5; however, this would not be as cost effective because she already has the expensive pieces of 
equipment for the G6. Furthermore, the G5 requires calibration therefore she will have to stick herself more often and it 
would require more lancets, test strips, and alcohol pads, increasing the long-term cost. 

Here is an example of how the G6 has helped Hope. Over the summer she went on a church camp retreat with my 
roommate. Her sugar dropped to a dangerous level while she was asleep. The G6 alerted both her G6 receiver 

and my roommate, via an AP on her cell phone, of the problem. My roommate was able avoid a crisishy waking her up and 
making sure she had something to eat. Had she not, there is a real possibility that Hope could have gone into a 
coma and perhaps died before morning. 

I am asking you to review this to see how Medicaid can more effectively address the issues unique to those with 4Bin 
West Virginia.£|^|Pfc a difficult disease to control for anyone, especially children. It is not fun to poke yourself with a 
needle no less than 5 times a day to make sure your blood glucose under control and to have inject insulin multiple times a 
day as well. A CGM in addition to a pump reduces the amount of sticks per day and reduces the risk of 
iis will improve both the quality of life and the life span of the individual.

I am contacting you in order to ask for your assistance as well as guidance on how to navigate WV State Government. 

My communication today is in reference to the past due invoices totaling approximately $165,000 owed to rhy company HRS. 
I realize it may take time to investigate the matter regarding the actions of the Mingo County employees, as I am sure 
almost 700 separate instances of this type are concerning to the WVDHHR, but 1 don't think it should keep the Accounts 
Payable Dept, from processing and paying the outstanding invoices of a reliable and valued vendor of this account for the 
past 12 years, it is very evident our forms were manipulated and changed in order to get test results that would have 
otherwise required a court order signed by a Judge. My first email and submission of the invoices occurred on September 
27th and there has been little meaningful communication from the agency regarding this matter. I have been very patient 
and kind as the below email string will document, but I believe there has been sufficient time to enter and pay the invoices. 

As a small businessman I am asking for your help as I know that you have an understanding of accounting and finances. For 
a large company or Government agency this may seem to be a small amount of money, but for my company this has 
become a critical situation. Our vendors have been understanding and patient to this point, but that will not last. Also to a 
company such as ours that uses the accrual method of accounting this will affect our taxes by having to carry this into 2019. 

Please understand I realize as the CFO you have many other projects besides mine and I really am not the kind of person 
who wants to be considered bothersome. Our goal is to resolve this matter and have our. reputation remain high in the 
agency's mind as we would like to think we can eventually get the account back and show our value and expertise once 
again to the Bureau of Children and Families when it goes out for bid again. I do however need to know when the check will 
be processed and would like to ask if you could please pay all invoices before the end 6f the year.

It has come to bur attention that a number of employees, including supervisory personal in the Mingc County office have 
created an HRS referral document in order ; to facilitate unauthorized drug testing for their cases. These types of tests would 
normally require a court order, a special referral form, a different laboratory, a different chain of custody form, and different 
pricing. 

We feel it is necessary to explain the process of getting a test completed so you can teen understand how far outside the 
parameters they were in obtaining the results without proper documentation and thereby preventing HRS from properly 
billing the tests to the State. 

Steps to procure a standard contracted WVDHHR test. 

1. Send a referral form to HRS with Name, and FACTS ip as well as other info. 

2. HRS then sends referral and pertinent info to clinic. Dr’s office or colledion facility. 

3. Donor reports for test and a proper preprinted Chain of custody form for QUEST Diagnostics is used which has the proper 
test # which lets the Lab perform the right lab panel of 9 drags plus Oxycodone. 

4. Case workers check for results via internet 

Steps to perform testing for additional drugs not on the standard test. 

1. Send referral form to HRS with request for additional drugs. 

2. Supply court order signed by a judge requesting specific drugs required 

3 HRS then sends referral and pertinent info to clinic, .Dr's office or collection facility along with chain of custody forms from 
a different lab, which is CRL This difference is a key in understanding how this went unnoticed. / 

4 Donor reports for test and a proper preprinted chain of custody form for CRL Labs is used which has the proper test # 
which lets the Lab perform the right lab panel of ? drags plus Oxy. This form also contained the proper test order # to 
perform the right lab panel for the additional drugs. 

5. Case worker is unable to check for results via internet from CRL Labs and these results were sent to the case worker by 
HRS staff. 

The key differences here that caused the problem are the circumventing of standard operating procedures to order a test for 
WVDHHR from HRS. 

1. They added additional information to the referral form in the way of test panel codes. 

2. They submitted the referral form directly to the collection facility and submitted nothing to HRS in many instances. 

3. They requested the collection facility to hand write the panel # (29110N which is a panel # exclusive to Quest) for 
additional drugs on the standard form for Quest which meant the other lab (CRL Labs) was not used and the results were 
reported over the internet. This key fact kept HRS staff from seeing results which would have made it known that Mingo 
County DHHR workers were obtaining results without proper permission of the courts and those additional tests were not 
being billed at the correct rate. 

The creation of an HRS form and it’s use to obtain drug tests for Bureau of Children and Families has resulted in 
approximately 700 tests being improperly billed to WVDHHR. 

The process we used to find all impacted invoices. 

We accessed the lab results going back as for as necessary to find all tests that were affected. When this was accomplished 
we verified which ones were paid at the lower rate and which ones had not been billed at all, because Mingo County had not 
forwarded a referral to HRS as is required, and which ones had been billed arid were not paid because Mingo County would 
not supply FACTS ID numbers or other pertinent information. Once this task was complete we produced invoices reflecting 
the difference between the cost of a test at Quest Diagnostics, (which we had not negotiated with Quest for a price on these 
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panels), and CRL This resulted in a $237.50 difference in most invoices. 

We are submitting the approximately 700 invoices for payment by courier this week. 

We have examples of the documents we are referring to but have chosen not to include them in this email so as to avoid 
any privacy issues. If you wouldTike to review them you can submit a request for the information and a statement relieving 
HRS of any claims of a privacy breach.

It has come to our attention that a number of employees including supervisory personnel in the Mingo County office have 
created an HRS referral document in order to fadlitate unauthorized drug testing for their cases. These types of tests would 
normally require a court order, a special referral form, a different laboratory, a different chain of custody form, and different 
pricing. 

We feel it is necessary to explain the process of getting a test completed so you can then understand how far outside the 
parameters they.were jn obtaining the results without proper documentation and thereby preventing HRS from property 
billing the tests to the State. 

Steps to procure a standard contracted WVDHHR test 

1. Send a referral form to HRS with Name, and FACTS ID as well as other info. 

2. HRS then sends referral and pertinent info to clinic, Dr's office or collection facility. 

3. Donor reports for test and a proper preprinted chain of custody form for QUEST Diagnostics is used which has the proper 
test # which lets the Lab perform the right lab panel of 9 drugs plus Oxycodone. 

4. Case workers check for results via internet 

Steps to perform testing for additional drugs not on the standard test. 

1. Send referral form to HRS with request for additional drugs. 

2. Supply court order signed by a judge requesting specific drugs required 

3. HRS then sends referral and pertinent info to dinic. Dr’s office or collection facility along with chain of custody forms from 
a different lab, which is CRL. This difference is a key in understanding how this went unnoticed. 

4. Donor reports for test and a proper preprinted chain of custody form for CRL Labs is used which has the proper test # 
which lets the Lab perform the right lab pane! of 9 drugs plus Oxy. This form also contained the proper test order # to 
perform the right lab panel for the additional drugs. 

5. Case worker is unable to check for results via internet from CRL Labs and these results were sent to the case worker by 
HRS staff. 


The key differences here that caused the problem are the circumventing of standard operating procedures to order a test for 
WVDHHR from HRS. 

1. They added additional information to the referral form in the way of test panel codes. 

2. They submitted the referral form directly to the collection facility and submitted nothing to HRS in many instances. 

3. They requested the collection facility to hand write the panel vhi Ph is a panel # exclusive to Quest) for 

additional drugs On the standard form for Quest which meant the Other lab (CRL Labs) was not used and the results were 
reported over the internet. This key fact kept HRS staff from seeing results which would have made it known that Mingo 
County DHHR workers were obtaining results without proper permission of the courts and those additional tests were not 
being billed at the correct rate.

The creation of an HRS form and it’s use to obtain drug tests for Bureau of Children and Families has resulted in 
approximately 700 tests being improperly billed to WVDHHR. 

The process we used to find all impacted invoices. 

We accessed the lab results going back as far as necessary to find all tests that were affected. When this was accomplished 
we verified which ones were paid at the lower rate and which ones had not been billed at all, because Mingo County had not 
forwarded a referral to HRS as is required, and which ones had been billed and were not paid because Mingo County would 
not supply FACTS ID numbers or other pertinent information. Once this task was complete we produced invoices reflecting 
the difference between the cost of a test at Quest Diagnostics, (which we had not negotiated with Quest for a price on these 
panels), and CRL This resulted in a $237.50 difference in most invoices. 

We are submitting the approximately 700 invoices for payment by courier this week. 

We have examples of the documents we are referring to but Have chosen riot to include them in this email so as to avoid 
any privacy issues. If you would like to review them you can submit a request for the information and a statement relieving 
HRS of any claims of a privacy breach.

I 
traveled Interstate 64 from Charleston to Milton this evening as the sun was setting and drizzling rain fell. I understand that 
this stretch of highway is undergoing construction, which can pose issue, however, in this circumstance makes the issue 
more serious. As I traveled, seeing the markings was near impossible in many miles. There wasn't any reflection in the paint, 
therefore, at 55-70 mph, portions of the highway appeared to be one massive lane with no divides. This is very seriously 
dangerous. The same issue occurs on Route 60 in Milton, as well as, the stretch, of road from exiting the interstate at the 
Milton Exit to the Sheetz intersection. We have areas with different patterns due to construction and new routing and the 
lack of reflective pajnt marking the lanes and merging areas is really unacceptable. Y m sure that if you traveled this stretch 
in a drizzling rain, you too would see the issue. 

It is my hope that you will insist that the Department of Highways follow up on this issue and mandate that the crew that did 
the painting job return and adequately put reflective material to guide drivers.
